GIANT AIRSHIP 
DUE IN JULY. 


ZR-2 to be Brought Across 
Atlantic by Americans. 


May Make Trip Across the 
Country at Later Date. 


Intensive Air Manouvers Are 
Planned for Summer. 


A NIGHT wrat! 

WASHINGTON, May 117.—With 
Atlantic and Pacific Fleet air forces 
mobilized at bases on the two coasts, 
an intensive pregram of summer 
and fall maneuvers is being planned 
by Capt. William A. Moffatt, di- 
rector of naval aviation. 

Starting with the joint Army and 
Navy bombing tests off the Atlantic 
Coast from June 15 to July 15, de- 
signed to test the offensive value of 
aircraft against naval vessels, Navy 
flyers will be put through several 
months of stiff exercises. 

ZR-2 TO CROSS ATLANTIC. 


Early in July the naval uirship 
ZR2, purchased in Great Britain, 
will fly to this country im charge of 
an American crew. A great aerial 
demonstration will mark her arrival. 
to sea to meet the big airship and 
escort her to a point on the Atlantic 
Coast just north of Boston. 

The ZR-2 will then skirt the coast 
Detachments of seaplanes, fiying 
boats and dirigibles will fly far out 
southward passing over the prin- 
cipal cities to Philadelphia, then 

roceed to the giant Navy hangar at 

ehurst, N. J.. and anchored to a 
mooring mast, the first device of 
this kind to be erected in this 
country. 

Experts from Great Britain wil! 
superintend erection of the mast. 
which will be a steel structure about 
160 feet high, with a swivel bridle 
at the top, to which the nose of the 
dirigible will be moored, permitting 
the ship to swing always nose to the 
wind. The structure will cost about 
$60,000, and probably be fitted with 
an elevator to carry the crew of the 
dirigible to and from the ground. 

CROSS-COUNTRY CRUISE. 
After being thoroughly” over- 
hauled, the ZR-2 will undertake a 
cross-country cruise to show the 
ship to the people. Present plans 
‘eall for a trip to Chicago and re- 
turn, at least 
ern border of the Great Lakes, and 
if cities west of Chicago provide 
mooring facilities the cruise may be 
extended indefinitely. The ship can 
make a round-trip to Chicago with- 
out refueling. 

Basing on Lakehurst, the ZR-2 is 
to operate along the coast later and 
participate in an air fleet mobiliza- 
tion and extensive maneuvers and 
tactical drills during the fall. 

On the Pacific Coast similar 
maneuvers ill be conducted in con- 
nection with the Pacific Fieet. It is 
possible a squadron of naval air- 
craft may attempt a trip around the 
rim of the country from a point in 
Washington State to Maine during 
the year, the longest airplane cruise 
ever attempted. 

Pians for « fight from San Diego, 
Cal.. to this city have been aban- 
doned, as Capt. H. C. Mustin, com- 
manding the Pacific Fleet air force, 
who would have led the expedition, 
cannot be spared from summer ex- 
ercises of the Pacific air forces.

It may accept as 4 
total loss the 159,000,000 yen 
(normally about $75,000,000) Anfu- 
ite loan, and also itt may forego 
about 200.000,000 marks of Ger- 
man indemnity to retain Japanese 
influence in the Shantung Rallway 
after the troops are withdrawn. 

A g to the view of leading 
military perts, Europe, in yield- 
ing to the United States, is making 
Japan's position in Asia stronger, as 
it ie thus freer to do as it pleases 
in regard to other matters. Un- 
questionably Japan prefers that the 
mandate be not disturbed, but the 
alternative possesses certain advan- 
tages. For instance, it puts the 
nation tn a position to ask that the 
Austraiian and New Zealand man- 
dates be likewise internationalized. 
Tt also strengthdns Japan's position 
in seeking exemption from labor 
clauses in various treaties.

a long battle, the present method of 
treating the garbage at a modern. 
scientific plant was adopted.” In 
his letter Mr. Crouch says: 
“There are men now serving in the 
Council and upon the Board of Pub- 
lic Works who know from bitter ex- 
perience the grievous conditions that 
existed prior to the operation of 
the garbage plant when the garbage 
was being fed to hogs near Covina. 
The files of the city’s offices contain 
many protests from angry citizens 
living both inside and outside the 
city against this ancient and inde- 
fensible method of garbage disposal. 

HOG-FEEDING EVIL, 

“In the hog-feeding days of eight 
or ten years ago, Los Angeles pro- 
duced only about half as much gar- 
bage as at present, so the problem 
of disposal today is twice as serious 
as then and the need for sanitary 
handting twice as great.

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HE ONE WAY TO START THINGS 
GOING, 

Through lack of system for marketing 
American products abroad production is 
growing stagnant in the United States and 
at least 4,000,000 workmen are out of em- 
ployment. Our export trade recently 
‘shrunk in volume $100,000,000 a month. Our 
normal production of foodstuffs and manu- 
factured goods is about 25 per cent greater 
than the home consumption. Warehouses 
are overstocked. Thousands of acres of 
farming lands will rest uncultivated this 
year because there is no immediate pros- 
pect of a market for the crops. 

If this condition was occasioned by over- 
production in the countries of Europe that 
formerly provided markets for our excess 
products the only solution would be for us 
to produce less until new markets in other 
lands could be developed. But such is not 
the case; overproduction in the United 
States is caused by roduction in Bu- 
rope, Exchange of products is the basis 
of all foreign trade. In order to sell to Bu- 
rope we must buy. And Burope lacks alike 
the raw materials for her factories and the 
money to fill the pay envelopes of her in- 
dustrial workers. Trading with bankrupts 
on credit is a precarious venture. 


Our own country is the only overstocked | 


nation. By reason of superior machinery 
and the high productive ability of our work- 
ers we are able to produce a great deal 


more than we consume. Cutting production 


in half means industrial stagnation, in- 
creased unemployment and an unavoidable 
lowering of the standards of living. The 
alternative is not stimulating the foreign 
demand, but reestablishing the foreign 
ability to pay. The problem is one of in- 


ternational finance. 


Europe must purchase on credit until her 


must be kept open if we are to keep our 
workers on the farms, in the mines and in 
industries employed. 
Economic chaos in Europe means ind 

trial depression in the United States. Con- 
versation is futile unti] reinforced by ac 
tion. Until production in Europe returns 
to normal, until Europe can exchange on a 
doliar-for-doNar basis, we shall not be able 
to escape the pains of overproduction in the 
United States. According te English stat- 
‘tsticiams the United States is the only 


country of industrial prominence among the 


nations that exported last year more than 
she imported. We desire to continue to do 
that, for a favorable balance of trade is 
conducive to prosperity; but we must close 
up @ part of the gap. 

LAINLY the first thing necessary is to 
create machinery through which the 
sale of our goods to Buropeag purchasers 
can be financed on a system of long-term 


credits. When industrial stability is re- 


stored overseas the term of credits can be 
shortened; but the difficulty is in enabling 
Burope to make & start. Building up a sys- 
tem of financing foreign trade is somewhat 
similar to getting a factory in operation. 
The initial expense is heaviest; the first 
great problem is getting the necessary cagh 
and credits to construct the buildings and 
purchase the machinery. As soon as the 
factory is operating the initial outlay ends 
and reimbursement begins. 

How is the initial outlay to be arranged 
for financing foreign credits on an interna- 
tional basis? The problem is, perhaps, bar- 
ring the war, the most stupendous that the 
American people have ever tackled. But 
American courage and American ggnius are 
not accastomed to quail before am under- 
taking because it is stupendous or because 
it is something that has never been done. 
It is to achieving the hitherto impossible 
that America owes its greatness. There 
was not a single statesman in Europe who 
believed 150 years ago that government 
without a governing class was possible. 
‘They held that a multitude of counselors 
would produce not wisdom but chaos; that 
there was no country in which the average 
intelligence was high enough to permit a 
government by the masses. We have proved 
that such a form of government is superior 
to all other forms, that co-ordinated public 
opinion is the safest guide for an intelligent 
people. 

Financing foreign trade in countries so 
economically disorganized as those in Cen- 
tral Burope, to those who have not given 
to the subject a profound study appears 
extra hazardous. But the officials of the 
American Bankers’ Association have for- 
muleted what they believe to be a workable 


“plan. These men possess both the mental 


capacity and necessary experience. It is 
this group that formulated the plan by 
which the United States was able to finance 
the practically bankrupt governments of our 
allies during the last two years of the war. 
They bronght about an economic co-ordi- 
nation of forces which the financiers of the 
Central Powers were not able to resist. It 
was through them that our government 
functioned; and they have now perfected 
a plan for the economic reconstruction of 
Europe. 


HE TIMBS repeats that the greatest 

help that thé people of this country 
can extend to the sorely war-stricken and 
internally torn nations of Europe is to help 
them to help themselves. The time has 
passed for the extending of mere relief. 
The policy of doles has outlived its useful- 
ness. Our contributions for European aid 
must begin to take the form of legitimate 
investments. Financiers are not always 
philanthropists, but any form of ald which 
they indorse is certain to rest on a sound 
basis. When they are making an invest- 
ment they desire that it shall aid in the 
stabilizing of business and industrial con- 
ditions and in increasing the general pros- 
perity. J. P. Morgan said that the moral 
risk was the first consideration in making 
a loan, that character is the best asset. It 
is to the personal interest of the great 
financial institutions of this country that 
the governmental, industrial and financial 
institutions of Europe should be recon- 
structed on a sound financial basis; and & 

m 


is the opinion of their moving spirits 
that those things can be made possible only 
by co-operation on the part of the people of 
this country. — 

Now comes the practical side of the prob 
fem. The Edge Act was passed for tne ‘pur 
pose of enabling the government to lend 
support to a system for financing foreign 
credits through the Federal reserve banks. 
Under the terms of that act the Foreign 
Trade Financing Corporation has been or- 
ganized. Its object is to enable exporters 
to secure longer term credits than the aver- 
age banking institution is equipped to ex- 
tend. It is a $100,000,000 corporation and 
its board of directors is composed of finan- 
ciers who proved their worth in furnishing 
the machinery for financing the World War. 
They expect to sell debentures until their 
credit extensions wil] total several billion 
dollars. 

Stock in this corporation is to be offered 
to the investing public and there is a desire 
that every industria! and agricultural com- 
munity in the country shall become a pur- 
chaser of ite securities. The object is a 
mobilization of credit outside that of pure- 
ly banking institutions. The individual 
banks now carry as great a load of foreign 
credits as absolute security permits. The 
object of the corporation is to utilise cred- 
its that are not now mobilized. It is the 
intent of its founders that the corporation 
shall bear the same relation to the individpal 
banking interests of the country that a bank 
maintains with its depositors. It is @ kind 
of national banking institution. 

IV. 

HESE financiers have provided the ma- 

chinery for keeping open the European 
markets for American goods. But it is for 
the investing public to make use of it. The 
debentures, like Liberty Bonds, are them- 
selves a good investment and they serve 
the double purpose of giving returns to the 
investors and enabling America to 
to produce at its full capacity.

some of the securities of the Foreign Trade 
Financing Corporation. These subscriptions 
are as necessary to promote the industrial 
peace and economic prosperity of the world 
as were the war loan subscriptions to solve 
the military problems of the war. Sub- 
scriptions can be made through the banks 
of the Los Angeles Clearinghouse Associa- 
tion. 

If this corporation fails to function 
through lack of popular support, industrial 
stagnation is certain to continue. We re- 
peat that the banks alone cannot finance it; 
for it is well to remember that the banking 
interests of the United States are now car: 
rying something like $5,000,000,000 of for- 
eign credits. Mobilisation of popular credit 
is indispensable if the wheels of commerce, 
agriculture and industry are to be moved 
off a “dead center.” | 


PHILIPPINE SITUATION. 

News comes from Manila that the Chi- 
nese in the Philippines are much exercised 
over recent legislation which makes it nec- 
essary that the books of a firm be kept in 
one of the native languages or else in Span- 
ish or English. One of the lessons of the 
late great war has been a realization of the 
need to have some control of national com- 
merce and industries, at least in the matter 
of inspection. With all ber fondness for 
free trade Gre@® Britain found that she had 
to put a number of firms on the black list 
at a critical time, because they were sbus- 
ing the privileges granted under the na- 


tional flag. To ineure the. safety of the 
Philippines the government at Manila de- 
sires to have an immediate hold upon all 
trade transactions and to use the experi- 
ence for the public welfare. 

The very wording of the new law reveals 


population of the islands. Neither by num- 
bers, military or other dominant qualities 
of leadership, nor industrially, can the Taga- 
logs be regarded as in any way authorita- 
tively representing the Filipinos. The ques- 
tion of the ultimate dominance of their lan- 
guage is something still in the far future, 
as against other competing languages. In 
many respects Spanish stil] remains the 
most useful medium for general intercourse 
in the islands; while the official language, 
and that which is growing educationally by 
leaps and bounds, is English. But it is a 
very long way from replacing the vernacu- 
lar or having roots in Philippine national 
life. There is very little call to speak it 
among the hard-working Chinese lower mid- 
dle class; and they have a distinct griey- 
ance. 


The Japanese have little interest in the 
matter, for the Japanese emigrant does 
not seem to have a call to the tropics. His 
house-building suits a temperate zone: it is 
neither fitted for the extreme cold of Sibe- 
ria nor for the constant hot weather of 
Malaysia. With more of a hold on China 
than his military and economic powers may 
be able to handle, it is to Northern China 
that the Japanese government must direct 
her efforts, leaving Southern China and 
the Philippines discreetly alone. Certainly 
as yet the Japanese have by no means colo- 
nized their own Taiwan, or Formosa, prop- 
erly an outlying isle of the Philippine group. 

In Manila today there are little over 2000 
Japanese. An expert carpenter, he finds 
this work paying; there are over four bun- 
dred wielders of the saw and plane. Next 
come two hundred fishermen, who no doubt 
work much for the export business to Japan. 
None of the other crafts numbers more than 
a hundred. There are 161 Japanese at- 
tached to restaurants, 155 day workers and 
187 merchants or agents. Of Japanese wom- 
en there is «@ total of less than four bun-

dred. So at present there is no “Japanese 
menace” nor signs of such. 

The danger from Japan will be of an- 
other nature than peaceful penetration. In 
the past the capable and hard-working Chi- 
nese have given to business and general 
industry an element that the Spanish con- 
querors could not furnis}; and the pros- 
perity of Manila and of Luzon was largely 
due to the needed Chinese immigration. 
As economists well know today, trade and 
political power cannot be severed in our 
modern world. A powerful navy such as 
Japan possesses will enlarge her trade 
“sphere of influence.” Along with her men- 
of-war go her up-to-date bankers, for Japan 
is now a creditor nation; end her powerful 
Yokohama Specie Bank has agencies al] 
over Malaysia. Until China can develop a 
national navy and national banks worthy 
of the great republic she will be more or 
less at the mercy of her active and aggres- 
sive island neighbor. This would hold true 
of the Philippines if they were thrown on 
their own resources by us; the national 
safety and power of self-determination 
would be imperiled. They possess no navy 
or army worthy of the name; and as soon 
es our flag was withdrawn, which means 
protection and trade privileges, the red sun 
flag of Japan would be the dominant sym- 
bol in all these Far-Eastern waters. Gen. 
Leonard Wood, a soldier and a statesman,

OFFICER SHOT: 
GUN-USER HELD 


Patrolman Gets Bullet While 
Searching Prisoner. 
Tells of Futile Effort to Disarm 

His Assailant. 


by Detectives. 


Patrolman James MH. Toft was 
shot and perhaps fatally wounded 
last night by a man whom he was 
attempting to search for concealed 
weapons at Ord and New High 
streets. He was taken to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital for emergency 
treatment, buf it was decided there 
to send him to the White Memorial 
Hospital immediately in order that 
an X-ray photograph might be tak- 
en to locate the bullet, which en- 
tered his body above the left groin. 

The policeman's assailant, who 
was identified by Detectives Stelz- 
riede and Mailheau as Alfred 
Charles Roche, a laborer, 65 years 
of age, was captured immediately 
after the shooting by Motorcycle 
Officers Hook and Smith, who heard 
the shot fired. He had apparent- 
ly been knocked down. He was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital, 
where his wounds were dressed, 
after which he was locked up in the 
City Jail en a charge of assault with 
the intent to commit murder. 

Lying on a cot in the hospital, Of- 
ficer Toft told of the circumstances 
leading up to the shooting. He 
fret saw the man lurking in the 
shadow of a telegraph le within 
a few feet of an automobile that had 
been parked there by & man em- 
ployed in @ near-by store. The 

liceman asked Roche if the car 
Peicabed to him and received a 
negative answer. Then the offices 
asked the man what his name was 
and when he re@éived no answer 


made a move to search him for con- 
cealed weapons. 

As the officer reached for him, 
Roche dropped a bottie of moon- 
shine liquor which he had in his 


right hand, drew his gun and fred 


once. 

“I grabbed his gun after he shot,” 
said Patrolman Toft “and tried to 
teke it from him but it seemed as 
though it had taken root in his 
hand. Then I guess | passed out.” 

Detectives Stelzriede and Simpson 
are trying to locate Roche's address 
from that of a relative which was 
found in his papers. An investiga- 
tion of his past activities will be 
made today by detectives.
